J. Gruen, 
pastor

Temple Israel synagogue, who was 
chief rabbi in the Free City of 
Danzig, prior to the war. contrasted 
life there and with th at in America, 
in a stirring address delivered to 
members of the New Castle Rotary 
club at their noon luncheon meeting 
in The Castleton Monday. 
Dr. Gruen 
stated 
‘hat 
on 
his 
departure from Danzig, before the 
Nazi occupation forces took over, lie 
wa<= told by a Germ an that he en­ 
vied the doctor because he was able 
to get out of there before the storm 
broke. 
Many, however, were not of 
that opinion, including >ome who 
were Jews. 
He told of the experience he had 
in arguing the difference between 
putting one’s faith in religion, and 
that of putting one’s faith in the 
state, for security. 
After this man 
had been able to escape the Nazis, 
and had had his property coniis- 
cated, and had b£en brutally beaten 
by these custodians of the state, he 
was able to see the fallacy of the 
Nazi philosophy. 
The Nazis, he stated, not only 
murdered Jews, but they crucified 
the 
spirit 
of 
Christianity. 
The 
events which happened during the 
war. h'' st ated, have greatly strength­ 
ened his conviction that the only 
hope for man lies in religion.

W ar Department Says Pen­ 
icillin, Streptomycin Far 
From “ Sure-Shot" 
Cure-Alls

War departm ent revealed that in 
fighting bacteria the “wonder ’ sul­ 
fa drugs, penicillin and streptomycin 
lose gpeir potency after a few davs, 
Th( 
departm ent made this dis­ 
closure in releasing ?. report to the 
Surgeon G enerals office from the 
Halloran General hospital showing 
th at streptomycin is far from being 
a “sure-shot” medicine. 
The announcement said: 
“It apparently has specific poison­ 
ous effects when given over an ex­ 
tended period, and bacteria soon be­ 
come resistant to it so that, it prob­ 
ably can be used only once with 
maximum effect within a limited 
period on the same patient.” 
Important Point 
The report said that observation 
of the ability of bacteria to develop 
resistance ro the drug after a few 
days may be of particular import­ 
ance a t this time, adding: 
“The same has been noted in re­ 
spect to both the sulfa drugs and 
penicillin, but apparently the phe­ 
nomenon is more pronounced with 
streptomycin.” 
Streptomycin 
became 
available 
only late in the war and is still 
scarce and expensive 
One of the 
hopes of the medical profession has 
been that it would prove of some 
value against tuberculosis. 
Army investigations in this con­ 
nection 
are 
continuing. 
It

th at a 
much longer 
series will be required before there 
can be any valid conclusions. 
Appears Effective 
The new anti-infection agent in 
the same general class as pcncillin 
appears 
effective 
in 
appropriate 
doses against more than half the 
infective bacterial organisms ordin­ 
arily encountered by surgeons. 
However, in at least one case test 
tube experiments show that there 
was a 100-fold increase of the re­ 
sistance of an organism in ten days. 
If was revealed that given indis­ 
criminately streptomycin may lose 
any value for a particular type of 
infection in an individual for the 
rest of his life. 
Streptomycin is especially valuable 
lor infections of the urinary tract, 
gonorrheal infection, various dysen­ 
teries, septicemia, meningitis, and 
tulerpmia or rabbit fever.
